has reaped the benefit, the 
farmers having been able for 
the last few years to secure 
from $5 to $fi for their hemp. 
This has stimulated product- 
ion materially, and the Ken- 
tucky crop gradually increas- 
ed from about 4,000 in 1895 
until the 1902 crop, which is 
now being marketed, is esti- 
mated at from 7,000 to 8,000 

At present prices it is one 
of the most profitable crops 
grown in the Blue Grass, and 
it is unfortunate that the crop 
cannot be still further in- 
creased. This will be impos- 
sible this year, however, ow- 
ing to a shortage in the hemp 
seed crop, several rises in 
the Kentucky river during 
l ist season having destroyed 
a large portion of the seed 
crop. Kentucky farmers are 
dependent on the Kentucky 
liver bottoms for cultivated 
seed and it is estimated that 
there cannot be sown more 
than 50 to 00 per cent of tin 
acreage that was sown las 
year. This will benefit thosi 
ho are fortunate enough t( 
secure seed, for a short crop 
will necessarily increase the 
price.
